the clergy, as a whole, seem to 
have an unconquerable fear of 
democracy even while luudly pro¬ 
claiming themselves true friends 
of that democracy we already pos¬ 
sess. They fear to trust the people 
with any greater measurd of self 
government. The industrial demo¬ 
cracy of the future is to them a 
Juggernaut which will override our 
liberties. That enlightened na¬ 
tions have been learning lessons in 
democracy which they will not 
easily forget means nothing to our 
clerical brothers. That a working 
class with sufficient Intellegeoce to 
bring about Socialism will ea&> 
vitably erect safe-guards to pro¬ 
tect theii liberties seems to escape 
our very wise spirtinsi fathers. 
They would have us believe that 
we must go on being milked and 
mulcted by a commercial vendetta 
until the earth ceases to revolve 
on its axis and the aunlit hilb are 
envelop-'t forever in cosmic dark¬ 
ness.

and as the crop of fame-seeking 
martyrs, in these days of crazy I. 
W. stunts, is a growing and an 
overwhelming one, the Socialist 
moveqient finds itself tangled up 
in pulling chestnuts out of the fire 
for others, with its own work 
weakened and the probability of a 
fraction of its membership being 
unstable and mistaking the real 


pnrpoM of our movement. Flighty 
Socialism is weak Socialism. It is' 
time to get to first principles.

Somewhere before them there must move a pillatof cloud by 
day and of fire by night to lead them on. 

While the vision of freeing mankind from the shackles of' serf¬ 
dom moved before the capitaliat cias^ it advanced steadily-, That this' 
class teday sneers at visions proves only its own decadence. '' 

While Paradise sad the possibility of clerical perfection Riled th* 
minds of men, no power could stay the progress of the church. When 
formalism and sectarianism and subservience to class interests came 
in, its spokesmen began to wonder why people left the church. 

While the Democratic party saw before its eyes the possibility of 
», nation of little capitalists struggling with equal opportunity to at¬ 
tain to domination, even that sordid vision made the party invincible. 
When this vision was exchanged for a deli’.erate calculating of the 
advantages to be gained for chattel slave o-rners, the Democratic party 
sank beneath the surface ef American history, not to appear for a 
'generation, and then only as the husk of its foVmer self. It now 
chants the praises of dead men and dead societies instead of sounding 
a shout of triumphant progress toward the realization of new visions. 

While the vision of a united nation and the repulsion of chattel 
slave rule fiUed the eyes of the Republican party, it moved forward 
through fields of blood with unbroken ranks. When this vision waa 
hidden from view by the sides of the public trough from which its 
members drank the swill of public plunder, then even the many mil¬ 
lion dollar campaign fund of a Hanna could not hold the Republicans 
together. 

The founders of the Progressive party dimly realized this 'act. 
Having no vision they tried to manufacture one. They sought with 
ludicrous eagerness to gather together the odds and ends from which 
they hoped to patch up an inspiration. They mimicked religious 
fervor, borrowed "blessed words" and phrases from every available 
source, sought to self-hypnotize themselves with the rag-time of re¬ 
vivalism, and even decked their patched-up dummy with 'clothing 
stolen from the Socialist wardrobe. 

But the clothing did not fit, the songs and the phrases belonged 
to visions the race was leaving behind, and after the first effects of 
its self-inbuced trance had passed away the dummy did not look in¬ 
spired, but only foolish. 

The ruling class of today has no vision for the future. Its vision 
lies behind it together with its victories, its achievements, its glory. 
Therefore it perishes. 

Of all the movements that struggle in the arena of modern life, 
only the Socialist has that rounded vision of the future, that hope of 
better things attainable and that expectation based on reasoning and 
knowledge that insures life. Imitation of our immediate actions by 
other parties do not give them the power to overcome us any more 
than mimicking the Prussian "goose step" would give beys at play 
the strength to overwhelm the German army. 

The strength of Socialism does not lie in the present fight, though 
to neglect that fight would be to stumble and fall and lose the sight 
and the posaibillty of the things of which we dream. Neither does it 
lie in a form of organization, a system of dues paying, democratic 
management, educational work or fraternal form* of greeting. These 
things are but the inevitable outgrowth of the viaion. 

Nor is the Socialist vision any baseless dream fabric. It is but 
that wider vision which come* from clearer seeing. It is the sub¬ 
stance of things known and hoped for because possible of attainment. 

The Socialist vision is built of substantial materials. Into It have 
gone the fruits of science, the long years of constructive work on the 
economic and political field, and the careful conclusiops of a logic 
teeted in the fierce clash of j olitical conflicts. 

It is this vision which gives unity of ection, enthusiasm and de¬ 
votion even to the prison door and the gallows, and a solidarity that 
la the despair of our opponents. 

If ever that vision la lost the Socia&t movement will be lost in a / 
vlldernesi of compromlae and confuaion and bewildering, conflicting !

BEBEL WRITES OF WOMAN 


What to s plant are good solL light 
and air. ere to man healthy eooU 
coodtUona that alloTr him to unfold 
hii powera The well known saying, 
"Man U what be eeta” expreseee the 
same thought, although somewhat 
one-eldedly, tbe question Is not 
merely whst man eats; it em¬ 
braces bis whole social posture, 
the social atmosphere In which 
he movea that promotes or stunts 
h!s physical and mental devel¬ 
opment. the' affects, favorably or un¬ 
favorably. his sense of feeling, of 
thought, sjd of action. Every day we 
see people situated In favorable ma¬ 
terial conditions going phjralcally and 
morally to wreck, simply becausa be¬ 
yond the narrower ephere of their 
own domestic or personal eurround- 
sa unfavorable clrcumstsaoes of 


social nature operate upon them, and 
gain such overpowering ascendency 
that they twitch them on wrong 
tracka *rho general oot.dltlons under 
which a man lives are even of far 
greater Importance than those of the 
home and family. If the oondttious 
for social development are equal to 
both Bexea If to neither there ataad 
any obstacles In the way, and if the 
■octal state of society Is a healthy one, 
then woman also will rise to a point 
of perfection in her bolng, such as we 
can have no full conoeptlon of, such 
conditions having hitherto been ab¬ 
sent to the history of the development 
of the race. That which some women 
are in he meantime achieving, leaves 
DO doui t upon this head. These rise as 
high above tbe mass of their own sex 
as the mabi geniuses do above the 
maw of ihqflra Measured with the 
scale ua ally applied to vnnoea, wom¬ 
en havi on an average, displayed 
greater \ lent than men in the ruling 
of dates As lllo'.crations. let Isabella 
and Bis iche of Castile to quott^; 
Sliaabel i f t Hungary: Catharine 
Sforsa, he Juchew of Milan aad Im- 
ola; BU abeth of England; Catherine 
of Russia: Ifarte Theresa, etc. Resting 
upon ths I'ct that. In all races and 
all potte of the world, women have 
ruled with nuv^ed xbuity, even over 
thd wildest and mwt tuibulent bO'‘4es. 
Burbach makes tho etatement that. In 
all probability, wo.nen are flttov for 
polities than men. For the rest, many 
a great man in h'stary would ahrtiig 
considerably, were It only known what 
he owes to hltr-wlf, and what to 
others. Count Mtrabeau. for instanoe, 
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Von 8ybel among them, as one of tbe 
greatest lights of the French revolu¬ 
tion; and now research has revealed 
the fact that this light was indebted 
for the concept of almost all of hla 
speeches xt the reat^ help of certain 
echolare, who worked for him In ee- 
cret. and whom he undsretond to uti¬ 
lise. On the other hand, apparitions 
like those of a Aappho, a Dlotlma of 
the daye of docratea. a Hypatia of 
Alexander, a Madame Roland. Ma¬ 
dame de StMl, Oeorge Sand, etc., de¬ 
serve the greatest respect, and eclipse 
many a male star. The effect of 
women as mothers of great men ts 
a.eo known. Woman has achieved all 
that was possible to her under the, to 
her^ as a wboifi, most unfavorable clr- 
cumstaneca; all of which Justifies the 
best hopes for the future. As a matter 
of fact, only the seooiTd half of the 
nU^eteenth century began to smooth 
the way for the admiwlon of women 
In large numbers to the race with 
men on various fields; and quite satis¬ 
factory are the results attained. 

But suppose that, on ao average, 
women are not as capable 6f higher 
development as men. that th«y oan 
not grow Into geoluees great 

phlloaophera, was this a criterion for 
men when, at least according to the 
tetter of the law. they were plac^ on 
a footing of eqttallty with "geniuses" 
and "philosophers?" The identical 
men of learning, who deny higher 
aptitudes to woman, are quite inclined 
to do the same to artisans and work¬ 
ingmen. When the nobility appeiMs 
to Its "blue" blood and to Ita genes- 
logloal tree, these men of learning 
laugh In deiisloo and shrug their 
•boulders: but as against the man of 
lower rank, they consider themselves 
an aiistocraey. that owes what H la. 
not to more favorable condttlona of 
life, but to Its own talent alone. The 
same men who, on one field, are 
among the freest from prejudice, and 
Who hold him lightly who does not 
think as liberally as themssIveA are. 
on another field—ths moment the In¬ 
terests of their rank and claan. or their 
vanity and self-esteem are concerned 
—found narrow to the point of stu¬ 
pidity, and hosUle to the point of fa- 
pa tlcJs m. The nu'o of the upper 
elastos look down upon tbe lowsri

Some of them 
did but oooldii*t pay for it, ao Morse 
took stock lo paymeat That gave 
blm control of the eompaalea. wheo 
he formed the Arocrlnaa Im compO' 
oy with a eapital of |f$,$$$(0$0 he 
seat Che pii^ of Ice up to $$ osate a 
huadred poiuids at the piers. That 
invited oompetltloa, but whSa compe- 
titore got their loe to New York they 
found that Moree had closed every 
dock to them. 

American lee company stock went 
up to IJ, and up went the fortunes ot 
Morse Into the mtllloaa The oompa- 
oy had a few years of gfeat prowp^- 
ty. and paid I per cent on the pre- 
fsrred and 4 per cent oa the oom- 
moa. Then *Le stock began to drop 
as fast as It had gone up, and stopped 
paying dlvldenda Moree got out as 
active manager, remained ^umt for a 
while until public Indignation over tbe 
price of Ice cooled and tt.en or- 
eanlxed the Ice Becurttlss company. 
He took In the American Im ocmjrny 
and other ice companies, paid 7 per 
cent on the prsferr^ for a while and 
sent the nrlce from 14 up to It in 
Icse than a year. 

In 1107 this company's stock dropped 
from II to IH( after three dividends 
had been pal^ More# had sold long 
beforu the crash oama 

Betwen his two coups In loe be had 
gone into the banking field and ac¬ 
quired bank after bank. An investi¬ 
gation after the 1107 panic ahowed 
how he did thla He eimply put up 
the stock of one bank as collateral for 
a loan with which be bought the 
stock of another bank, and kept re¬ 
peating this performance. 

'X'he ahlpplnj busloeas also attracted 
him strongly. In 1001 he bought tbe 
People's One to Albany. Then he 
went to Boston and bought all the 
lines that ran north from tbera Next 
he bought the Metropolitan line and 
ordered the Tale and Harvard built 
at a cost of 11.000,000 each. Before 
long he had other steamers on the 
Hudson. 'Htea he bought the Clyde 
acd Mallory lloea All the time the 
banks 1.) controlled were lending huge 
sums on the c.ourltles he was buying. 

Then the United Copper poot In 
which were Mcrae and tbe Hetnses 
and tbo Thomases, sent the stock up 
SO poU.ta Somebody entered the 
market with a lot of stock just when 
tbe Dool seemed a success, The Helns- 
es say It was Morse, who. although 
bound by so agreement not *o sell, be¬ 
gan to feed the market Tbe pool 
collapsed and the Bank of North 
Ameiioa. which had lent Morse mfl- 
Uo... u notes made by clerks 'acting 
as dummlea began to totter. 

Moree couldn't make good on a loan

The trial will be conducted 
secretly.
